Under immigration 
plan, only immediate 
family could get visas 

Washington 

Senators writing a comprehensive 
immigration bill may dramatical- 
ly limit green cards for extended 
families of U.S. citizens, reserving 
them for immediate family mem- 
bers instead, a key lawmaker said 
Thursday. 

It would be a significant change 
to U.S. immigration policy that’s 
long favored family ties over eco- 
nomic or job criteria. And it’s 
already sparking opposition from 
groups trying to protect family- 


based immigration. 

Unlike most other industrial- 
ized nations, the U.S. awards a 
much larger proportion of green 
cards to family members of U.S. 
citizens and permanent residents 
than to foreigners with job pros- 
pects here. Green cards are perma- 
nent resident visas and allow hold- 


ers to eventually become citizens. 

About two-thirds of permanent 
legal immigration to the U.S. is 
family-based, compared with about 
15 percent that is employment- 
based, according to the Migration 
Policy Institute. 

Current law gives preference to 
spouses and minor and unmarried 


children of U.S. citizens. Permanent 
residents can petition for immedi- 
ate family, and citizens can peti- 
tion to bring in their married chil- 
dren and siblings, but they’re on a 
lower priority. Sen. Lindsey Gra- 
ham, R-S.C., who is part of a bipar- 
tisan Senate group negotiating the 
bill, indicated that he would prefer 
to eliminate the married children 
and siblings categories altogether. 

Advocates agree that changes 
are needed to the family immigra- 
tion system. Right now, there are 
more than 4 million people wait- 
ing in backlogs, with Filipinos in 
the sibling category facing waits 
topping two decades. The Senate 
group has committed to reducing 
that backlog, erica werner (ap)

bility to federal benefit programs. 

Participants at a 90-minute 
closed-door meeting said Obama 
acknowledged the point without 
yielding ground — and noted that 


Republicans criticize him freely. 
“To quote an old Chicago politi- 
cian, ‘Politics ain’t beanbag,’” the 
president said. 

Obama met with Senate Repub- 
licans and House Democrats as 
legislation to lock in $85 billion in 
spending cuts and avert a govern- 
ment shutdown later this month 
made plodding progress in Congress 
and the two parties advanced rival 
longer-term budgets in both houses. 

No breakthroughs had been 
anticipated and none were report- 


ed in the closed-door sessions, 
although Obama said, “We’re mak- 
ing progress.” 

Obama has repeatedly told 
Republicans in recent days he sup- 
ports curtailing the growth of cost- 
of-living benefits for Social Secu- 
rity and other benefit programs as 
part of a compromise, as well as 
raising costs for wealthier Medi- 
care beneficiaries. He has also told 
them they must agree to raise rev- 
enue — although not tax rates —

Gun measure clears 
panel but is likely to 
die on Senate floor 

Washington 

Democrats pushed an assault weap- 
ons ban through a Senate commit- 
tee Thursday and toward its likely 
doom on the Senate floor, after an 
emotion-laden debate that under- 
scored the deep feelings the issue 
stokes on both sides. 

Exactly three months after 
26 children and educators were 
gunned down in Newtown, Conn., 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
approved the measure on a party- 
line 10-8 vote. The bill would also 


Backstory

Oppo- 
nents say barring the guns would vio- 
late the right to bear arms and have 
little overall impact because assault 
weapons are involved in small per- 
centages of gun crimes, (ap) 


bar ammunition magazines carry- 
ing more than 10 rounds. 

Thursday’s vote marked the 
fourth gun-control measure the 


committee has approved in a week 
and shifted the spotlight to the full 
Senate. Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., said he will decide soon 
how to bring the measures to the 
chamber, where debate is expect- 
ed next month. 

“Americans are looking to us for 
solutions and for action,” said Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee Chairman 
Patrick Leahy, D-Vt. 

The committee also approved a 
bill making the practice of illegal- 
ly purchasing firearms for someone 
else a federal crime for the first time; 
measures to expand the nation’s 
gun background check system; 
and a Justice Department program 
that funds school security plans.

Francis Ushers In Simpler Papacy 



New pope eschews 
pomp, luxuries of 
Vatican leadership 

Vatican City 

Pope Francis put his humility on 
display during his first day as pon- 
tiff Thursday, stopping by his hotel 
to pick up his luggage and pay the 
bill himself in a decidedly different 
style of papacy than his tradition- 
minded predecessor who tended 
to stay ensconced in the frescoed 
halls of the Vatican. 

The break from Benedict XVI’s 
pontificate was evident even in 
Francis’ wardrobe choices: He kept 
the simple iron pectoral cross of his 
days as bishop and eschewed the 
red cape that Benedict wore when 
he was presented to the world for 
the first time in 2005 — choosing 
instead the simple white cassock 
of the papacy. 

And in his first Mass as pope, 


Francis showed how different he 
would be as a pastor, giving an off- 
the-cuff homily about the need to 
walk with God, build up his church 
and confess — at one point refer- 
ring to children building sand cas- 
tles on the beach. 

“He met with us on our own 
level,” U.S. Cardinal Timothy 
Dolan said. 


It was a far simpler message 
than the dense, three-page dis- 
course Benedict delivered in Latin 
during his first Mass as pope in 
2005. 

The difference signaled Fran- 
cis’ belief that the Catholic Church 
needs to be at one with the people 
it serves and not impose its mes- 
sage on a society that often doesn’t 


A Modest Mass 

Vatican officials confirmed re- 
ports that the Vatican’s master of 
liturgical ceremonies was put off by 
Francis’ refusal Wednesday to wear 
the formal papal red cape after his 
election.

A Mom-Mobile 

Back before Megan Odett was married and had a 
baby, one of her favorite things to do was ride her 
bike around Washington. Today? One of her favor- 
ite things to do is ride her bike around Washington 
— with her toddler. 


“I think biking is so great for kids ,” 
says the 33-year-old, whose near- 
ly 3-year-old son prefers the view 
from the seat attached to his mom’s 
bike to the one from a car seat. “On 
a bike, we can stop for stuff. If he 
wants to talk to a dog, we can stop. 
We can put a mitten back on.” 

They can also get funny looks, 
because a child on a bike is still 
a rare sight in the city. It doesn’t 
have to be, as Odett explained at 
last week’s National Women’s Bik- 
ing Forum, where she was featured 
on a panel discussing community- 
based bike advocacy. 

Odett’s story: After hearing

er bikes, and traffic laws need to 
be enforced to maintain safety. 


about the Kidical Mass rides that 
had started in Eugene, Ore., she 
decided to create a D.C. chapter. 
Since April 2011, she’s been orga- 
nizing similar outings suitable for 
families in our area. Last year, she 
helped launch The ABC’s of Fam- 


ily Biking, an annual educational 
event that showcases kid-friendly 
bike gear and explains safe riding 
techniques. (It’s happening again 
at 11 a.m. April 28 at Capitol Hill 
Montessori at Logan, 215 G St. NE.) 

She’s happy to 
speak from experi- 
ence — and regards 
her giant orange 
cargo bike as a 
moving billboard 
promoting family 
cycling — but for the 
forum, Odett want- 
ed to make sure she 
was representing a range of views. 
So she sent out a survey to collect 
opinions from other moms and dads 
who cycle with their kids and wound 
up with nearly 100 responses. 

When she shared her results at 
the forum, Odett singled out the 
obstacles parents cited as the rea- 
son they don’t bike more with their 
kids. The No. 1 response from men 
was safety. For women, the biggest 
problem is distance. 

This wasn’t much of a shock- 
er for Odett, who acknowledges 
her physical limitations when it 
comes to being a cycling mom. Bik- 
ing several miles is tough enough 
when she’s on her own, and when 
she’s hauling extra weight, she’s 
going to go slower — and need a 
shower. (“We live on top of one of 
the tallest hills in Northeast. I get 
really sweaty in the summer,” the 
Bloomingdale resident says.) 

With another future cyclist due 
to arrive in June, Odett hopes to 
get an electric assist for her bike. 
It won’t be “cheating,” which she 
says is the view of much of the 
Lycra-wearing world. 

It will be a way to keep biking 
a viable option for her family. And 
as other parents see her taking to 
the streets on two wheels, maybe 
they’ll be convinced they could be 
just as comfortable in the bike lane 
as in an SUV.

Growing up in D.C., I was Lucky 
enough to attend a private school. Not 
because my parents were rich, but 
because they chose it as a priority 
over a fancier life or a bigger house. 
The understanding then was that with 
DC Public Schools, you were rolling 
the dice on your kid’s future. 

And after reading 
City Paper’s “Pre- 
school Daze" cover 
story this week, in 
which a parent ex- 
plains the infuriating 
nature of the city’s 
school options, it’s 
clear: The more things 
change, the more they stay the same. 

The difficulties of navigating the 
public, charter and private school sys- 
tems, and the cost-benefit analysis, 
can be enough to drive people out of 
town — or insane. 

It almost did for my dad and step- 
mom with my younger siblings, 25 
years after my parents went through 
it with me. They, too, settled on pri- 
vate school and sacrifice.

Until the District prioritizes 
simplifying the Byzantine system of 
school placement, the content of the 
curricula will almost be moot. 

No matter how many impressive 
charters or traditional schools we have, 
the goal is to make all educational 
opportunities amenable to everyone. 
Forcing people to gamble against their 
neighbors to gain access to a reason- 
able learning setting is not a viable 
Long-term solution. 

It’s time that we refocused on the 
best option for the kids: stable school 
systems with motivated educators.

Wrongly convicted 
Md. man fights to 
repeal death penalty 

Annapolis, Md. 

Several forces have converged this 
year to put Maryland on the cusp 
of becoming the sixth state in as 
many years to abolish capital pun- 
ishment. 

But with the House scheduled 
to take a final vote on the bill Fri- 
day, no one is likely to feel a greater 
sense of personal vindication than 
Kirk Bloodsworth. And certainly 
no one is getting more attention. 

Bloodsworth was convicted 
in 1985 of raping and murdering 
a 9 -year- old girl and was given a 
death sentence at the hands of a 
Baltimore County jury. 

In 1993, he became the first 
death-row inmate in the U.S. to 
be exonerated by DNA evidence. 


During the four days of debate 
leading up to last week’s passage 
in the Senate, Bloodworth’s name 
was invoked so often that an exas- 
perated repeal opponent, Sen- 
ate Minority Leader E.J. Pipkin, 
R- Cecil, accused the other side of 
mentioning him 53 times. 


Jamie B. Raskin, D -Montgom- 
ery, shot back that Bloodsworth’s 
case could not be mentioned too 
often. “It is not an infallible sys- 
tem,” he said. 

Bloodsworth, who became a 
full-time anti-death-penalty activist 
after his release, has also been fol- 


lowed around Annapolis in recent 
days by a documentary film crew. 
And he has been featured in recent 
weeks in the New York Times and 
on National Public Radio. He even 
made an appearance on “The Col- 
bert Report” on Comedy Central. 

Bloodsworth, 52, said he has 
not sought the attention and that 
his life would have been “much 
different and probably much bet- 
ter” if he had never been wrong- 
fully convicted. 

“It will be very sweet to get rid 
of the thing that almost got rid of 
me,” he said. “I think we’re going 
to be a lot better state without the 
death penalty than with it.” 

“What he reminded people 
sitting on the floor is that any- 
body could be in his shoes,” Sen. 
Lisa A. Gladden, D-Baltimore, 
said after her chamber’s debate. 
“He’s living testament to what 
can happen to the wrong guy.”

No Charges for Uber Rape Suspect 


Washington 

District prosecutors on Thursday 
said they will not charge a limo 
driver who city police had arrest- 
ed and accused of raping a 20-year- 
old customer outside her home in 
December. 

The 35-year-old man, who had 
been contracted by Uber — a smart- 
phone-based dispatch company that 
is an alternative for traditional taxis 
— was to be released from custody 
sometime late Thursday. 

Bill Miller, a spokesman for 
the U.S. attorney’s office, told The 


Washington Post that the office 
was not charging Anouar Habib 
Trabelsi, even as a top D.C. police 
commander was holding a news 
conference outside police head- 
quarters announcing the criminal 
charge. D.C. police were not imme- 
diately available to comment on the 
change in circumstances 

Trabelsi, of Alexandria, was 
arrested Tuesday by the Capital 
Area Regional Fugitive Task Force 
and charged with one count of first- 
degree sexual abuse, police said. 
That charge does not become final 
until it is reviewed by prosecutors. 


The alleged attack occurred 
Dec. 8 in the Cleveland Park 
neighborhood in the driveway of 
the woman’s home, according to a 
search warrant application filed in 
court by D.C. police. 

In a statement released Thurs- 
day, Rachel Holt, general manag- 
er of Uber’s D.C. operation, said 
that the company deactivated the 
driver’s account upon being noti- 
fied that he was suspected of com- 
mitting a crime. “He has not done 
a single ride through Uber since

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it,” said Neal Snyder of Alexandria, a 
lobbyist, talking on his cellphone dur- 
ing his commute to work after dropping 
his three children off at two schools. “I 
don’t feel like I give everyone a fair shot 
at my time. And of course, all three of 
my kids want it at the same time, and 
they’re not old enough to be patient and 
wait. I tell people that the easiest part 
of my day is going to work.” 

Time-use studies have found that 
fathers have been gradually increas- 
ing time spent on children and chores. 

Being home more may have made 
fathers feel closer to their children — 
and more conflicted about the amount 
of time spent away from them, said Kim 
Parker of the Pew Research Social and 
Demographic Trends Project. She and 
other researchers wrote the report after 
analyzing a survey of 2,500 adults and 
nearly 50 years of data from the Labor 
Department and other reports. 

“Now that they’re more aware of 
all that goes on in the home, dads may 
feel more of an obligation to take part,” 
Parker said. 

Though the overwhelming majority 
of fathers say working full time is best, 
nearly half also said that if they could 
swing it financially, they’d rather stay 
home with the kids, the Pew report said. 
An equal number of mothers have long 
answered the question the same way. 

“That, to me, is shocking,” Park- 
er said. “We don’t have trend data on 
that because no one’s ever asked dads 
the question before.” 

Guiomar Ochoa, 38, of Chevy Chase, 
Md., has two children and works full 
time. She says she’d rather work part 
time but says it’s just not an option for 
her family. 

“We just can’t afford to not have 
two full-time incomes,” Ochoa says. 
“We wouldn’t be able to do it other- 
wise.”

It’s not just moms. 
Fathers struggle to

They worry they don’t spend enough 
time with their kids. They’re exhausted 
by just how much they have to cram into 
their days, juggling work with loading 
the dishwasher, driving to taekwondo 
practice, supervising homework and 
planning the Girl Scout camping trip.

This isn’t just Mom. This is Dad, too. 
Fathers with children younger than 
18 are now about as likely as mothers

Far more fathers say they feel they 
aren’t spending enough time with their 
children: 46 percent, compared with 
23 percent of mothers.

Big East Tournament 

After coughing up a big lead in 
the middle of Thursday’s game, 
Otto Porter Jr. and his Georgetown 
teammates showed off all the attri- 
butes that make them a champion- 
ship threat this March.

NHL owners have made it offi- 
cial: The Detroit Red Wings and 
Columbus Bluejackets are head- 
ing east. 

The league announced Thurs- 
day that its board of governors 
approved a realignment plan that 
will go into effect next season. The 
new format will feature two eight- 
team divisions in the Eastern Con- 
ference, and two seven-team divi- 
sions in the West. 

That means Detroit and 
Columbus will switch conferenc- 
es by moving into the East, while 
the Winnipeg Jets will move into 
the Western Conference. 

Realignment will also cre- 
ate changes in determining the 
16-team playoff field. The top three 
teams in each division will qual- 
ify for the postseason. The next 
two teams with the best records 
in each conference will then earn 
wild-card berths. 

That will make it more diffi- 
cult for teams to qualify in the 
East because it will have two more 
clubs than the West competing for 
eight berths. 

The NHL Players’ Associa- 
tion had already signed off on the 
realignment format, which will be 
in place for at least three seasons. 

“The new alignment will place 
several clubs in more geographi- 
cally appropriate groupings, and 
will intensify already-fierce rival- 
ries throughout the league,” the 
NHL said. 

The changes will also make 
it easier on teams’ travel sched- 
ules, with Detroit and Columbus 
no longer having to make numer- 
ous and extended trips outside 
the Eastern time zone. The Jets 
will also gain some normalcy in

Gelfort, 34 , a student at George 
Washington University. 

She and her husband, Volk- 
er Sorger, 33, live in the Lotus at 
Halstead Square (2729 Merrilee 
Drive, Fairfax; 703-638-1495, 
Halsteadsquare.com.) 

When they’re in the mood to 
stay in, the couple can check out 
one of the building’s iPod Touch- 
es, which come preloaded with 
movies. Pop the device into their 
apartment’s built-in iPod dock, 
and the movie will play on their 

nextweek

TV and over the apartment’s built- 
in speakers. Some units even come 
with built-in 42-inch flat-screens. 

If they feel like some fresh air, 
Sorger and Gelfort can head to 
the outdoor movie pavilion, com- 
plete with a l6-by-9-foot screen, 
a movie projector (it connects to 
AppleTV and to cable television) 
and a grassy spot to lie on. 

Halstead isn’t the only build- 
ing with these perks. When Alyssa 
Westenberger, 35, a project man- 
ager with Presidio Network Solu- 
tions, moved into Trilogy NoMa in 
Northeast D.C., she was surprised 
to find that she could get into her 
apartment with the wave of an 


electronic device called a fob that 
is individually coded to her door. 

She was pleasantly surprised to 
discover a common room with not 
only billiards, but also Wii, Play- 
Station and Xbox. 

“It sounds silly, but it’s great to 
have these things,” she says. 

Come Together 

Tech isn’t just for show. “It creates a 
community in the building,” Sorg- 
er says. “It encourages you to par- 
ticipate.” 

In the complex’s two common 
areas equipped with Apple TV, Sorg- 
er can take a few swings in a virtu- 
al golf game on a giant screen that 
lets users “play” on 200 courses. 

Sorger can be social online 
as well by using an online portal 
called MyHalstead. 

“It’s our own little Craigslist,” 
says Kristi Sherman, 28, the gen- 
eral manager of Halstead Square. 

The app lets you check out 
events going on at the building 
and in the neighborhood, get alerts 
about packages, pay your rent, put 


in maintenance requests and even 
buy or sell items in a marketplace. 

When the building first opened, 
residents who liked to jog used 
MyHalstead to find fellow enthu- 
siasts. The building staff saw this 
and created a running group. 

“It gives us the ability to see 
what residents want and then deliv- 
er it to them,” Sherman says. She 
has also used the app to get resi- 
dents to vote on which movies to 
load onto those iPod Touches. 

The Future Is ... Soonish 

While all this new technology brings 
benefits, it also creates new chal- 
lenges. Building maintenance now 
has to know how to repair a faucet, 
maintain an iPod dock and set up 
an Xbox such as the ones in Tril- 


ogy NoMa’s entertainment room. 

“Training the staff was incredi- 
bly important,” says Sherman, who 
made sure the people who installed 
the technology stuck around to teach 
them how it worked. 

Relying on cutting-edge technol- 
ogy can lead to cutting-edge prob- 
lems. According to Westenberger, 
the entire lock system at the Tril- 
ogy NoMa failed when there was 
construction at the apartments. “No 
one could get into their apartments 
for four hours,” she says. 

Not All Fun and Games 

Gadgets and gizmos aren’t just for 
fun. They’re also making apart- 
ments environmentally friendly. 

“The entire building really sup- 
ports green living,” Gelfort says. 


“There are even chargers for elec- 
tric cars.” 

In some buildings, older tech- 
nologies — such as rainwater-fil- 
tration systems and cisterns — 
have gotten a modern makeover. 

New designs and construction 
methods mean that water-filtration 
systems on the roofs of apartment 
complexes are feasible and produc- 
tive, says Kelsey Mullen, the director 
of residential business development 
at the U.S. Green Building Council. 

Back to the Future 

Even if you weren’t looking for 
high-tech amenities, once you’ve 
lived somewhere with them, it’s 
hard to give them up. “It gives a 
feel of living in the 21st century,” 
Sorger says. “If we went back to a 
building one or two generations 
older it would feel like a setback.” 

The extra cost for the technolo- 
gy, some say, is worth it. “The rent 
is a bit more, but when you think 
about all the entertainment in the 
building, you really save a lot,” Gel- 
fort SayS.

Mother Unnatural 


I’m 36. Thanks to good genes (hi, Grandma!) and 
religious use of sunblock and sunglasses, my face is 
holding up pretty well. I don’t mind, really, that three 
little lines have appeared on my forehead or that my 
mouth is getting set off by those parenthetical lines. 
Beats the alternative, as they say. 


“I wanted the credits to have 
some sense of fun and make it 
quite cute,” says the acclaimed 
South Korean director (“Oldboy”). 

In the opening sequence of the 
film, which opens locally Friday, 
just-turned-18-year-old India (Mia 
Wasikowska) is running through 
her family’s estate, on a scaven- 
ger hunt for her birthday pres- 
ent. As she runs, she interacts 
with the names of the cast mem- 
bers — including Nicole Kidman, 
who plays India’s mom — as they 
appear on the screen. 

“With Nicole’s credit, the 
strange relationship between 
mother and daughter is expressed 


That said, I do like it when I hand 
over my ID and get compliment- 
ed on not looking my age. I under- 
stand the attraction of wanting 
to look younger. And if a woman 
wants to get Botox or Juvederm 
or surgery, good for her. Not my 
thing, but neither are capri pants, 
and that industry is doing just fine 
without my support. 


Then there’s Nicole Kidman, who 
appears in “Stoker,” a deliciously 
creepy film (opening locally Friday) 
in which she plays Evie, mother 
to 18-year-old India.

“To Die For,” which featured my 
favorite turn of hers. And director 
Park Chan-wook loves his close- 


ups, particularly in this film, where 
the devil (nearly literally) is in the 
details. Every close-up of Kidman, 
though, jolted me because her 
porcelain skin looks, well, porcelain. 

Kidman works in an industry 
that requires its women to be 
beautiful, which is often a synonym 
for “young.” Meryl Streep and 
Helen Mirren are held up to be 
paragons of aging gracefully, but 
paragons are, by definition, the 
exception. I understand if Kidman 
sought out a needle or a scalpel, or 
if there’s a portrait of her in an attic 
somewhere that looks 100. She’s 
also in a profession, though, that 
requires her to be someone else; 


ostensibly to put some ice cream 
away. India seems to know some- 
thing is wrong (it is). It’s Charlie’s 
test, Park says, to see if he and India 
do indeed have the otherworldly 
connection they both sense. 

“She knew that 
something scary 
is present in the 
basement as she 
moves through 
it,” Park says. 
“She’s able to sense 
something differ- 
ent about the base- 
ment, that something has changed 
or something sinister lurks.” 

Park says the film is largely 
an exaggerated example of what 
happens to girls as they become 
women. For India, that means at 
the end of the film “she’s past the 
point of avenging anyone’s death 
or having to save anybody,” Park 
says. “She’s completely come into

‘Burt Wonderstone’ 
almost pulls off 
the illusion that it’s 
a movie worth seeing 

Film Review 

Beware the Ides of March, by which 
time expectations have been so low- 
ered by midwinter dreck that movie 
audiences can easily mistake medi- 
ocrity for genuine merit. 

On any other date, “The Incred- 
ible Burt Wonderstone” would be 
seen for what it is: a generic, fitful- 
ly funny mainstream comedy that 
doesn’t nearly get the best from its 
name-brand players but doesn’t 
qualify as a desecration, either. 
Opening as it does on March 15, this 
half-baked, overprocessed shrug 
feels like a veritable breath of spring, 
clearing away the cobwebs of dreary 
Die Hards, slack Giant Slayers and 
grating and pitiful Ozes. 

In many ways, “The Incredible 
Burt Wonderstone” possesses all 
the structural elements that have 
worked in the past for its star, Steve 
Carell: He plays a cheesy Las Vegas 
magician (the title character) who 
has worked with his best friend 
and partner, Anton Marvelton, 
for 30 years when their livelihood 
is threatened by a streetwise 
newcomer. But viewers expecting 
the kind of chemistry that made 


“The 40-Year-Old Virgin” and 
“Anchorman” big hits will need 
to adjust their assumptions: Here, 
Carell’s sidekick is played by Steve 
Buscemi, who has his own special 
brand of bug-eyed appeal, to be sure, 
but is essentially a straight man to 
Carell’s strutting, self-tanned diva. 


“Wonderstone” is 
best appreciated 
as the convergence 
of very funny actors 
who are all starring 
in their own films. 


When Jim Carrey shows up as 
hipster stunt artist Steve Gray, any 
hopes of comic riffing between him 
and Carell are soon dashed by the 
realization that, true to his charac- 
ter, he barely registers his co-stars’ 
presence. “Burt Wonderstone” is 
best appreciated as the convergence

starring in their own little movies. 

In the hands of better writers, 
Carell and his co-stars (including 
Olivia Wilde, James Gandolfini and 
Alan Arkin) would have had more 
to do in “Burt Wonderstone.” As it 
stands, the movie’s saggy, formula- 
ic plot leads viewers from sight gag 
to punch line to sight gag. 

Like the playing cards, scarves 
and other tricks up its protagonists’ 
sleeves, “The Incredible Burt Won- 
derstone” is briefly diverting, but it’s 
also destined to disappear quickly.

Film Review 

The sci-fi love story “Upside Down” 
features a Romeo and Juliet sepa- 
rated not by a feud, but by gravity. 

Adam (Jim Sturgess) lives on a 
planet that has a twin — a neighbor- 
ing world with an equal and oppo- 
site gravitational pull. Poetically, if 
rather preposterously, the two orbs 
are just close enough so that moun- 
tains on the surface of each world 
almost brush against each other. 


This is how Adam meets Eden 
(Kirsten Dunst), whom he discov- 
ers hanging upside down one day.

D.C. food star Pati Jinich 
brings Mexican cuisine 
home with a new book 

Recipes for iguana — grilled, in tomato 
sauce, with peanuts — star in a cook- 
book in the packed library at Mexican- 
born, Chevy Chase, Md.-based chef Pati 
Jinich’s house. But the South of the Bor- 
der dishes Jinich trots out at her pop- 
ular local cooking classes and on her 
PBS show, “Pati’s Mexican Table” (sea- 
son 3 starts in the fall), tend to be less 
exotic and far easier to prepare. 


“Iguana can be tough, and it takes 
forever to cook,” says Jinich, crinkling 
her gray-green eyes as she laughs. 
“What I look to do is cook the things 
I grew up with — beans, salads, vege- 
tarian things — that break down the 
myths of Mexican cooking. It’s not labo- 
rious, fatty or greasy.” 

It helps that Jinich, a vivacious, 
40-something blonde, boasts a charm- 
ing burner-side manner, all self-depri- 
cating jokes, infectious laugh and insid- 
er info delivered in a lilting accent. 

Many of her favorite homey, way- 
beyond-taco-salad-and-chimichanga

Place the tomatoes and garlic in 
a medium saucepan, cover with 
water, and bring to a simmer over 
medium-high heat. Simmer until 
the tomatoes are thoroughly 
softened and the skins have started 
to split, about 10 minutes. 

Transfer the tomatoes and 
garlic, along with V 2 cup of the 
cooking liquid, to a blender or food 
processor and let cool slightly. 

Add the onion, salt and pepper and 
puree until smooth. 

Heat the oil in a large pot or 
casserole over medium heat. Add 
the pasta pieces and saute for 1 to 
2 minutes, stirring constantly, until 
they are nicely browned and smell 
toasty; take care not to burn them. 
Stir in the tomato puree; it will 
sizzle and splatter. Cook, stirring 
often, until the puree thickens and 
darkens, 5 to 6 minutes. 

Add the chicken broth, bay 
leaves, chipotle chile and the 
optional adobo sauce, and cook, 
stirring occasionally, until the pasta 
is tender and the tomato sauce has 
thickened further, 10 to 12 minutes. 
Discard the bay leaves. 

Serve with the cream, cheese 
and avocado garnishes on top.

Jinich, a Latin American policy ana- 
lyst by trade, got passionate about her 
homeland’s cooking after moving to 
the U.S. with her husband, Daniel, in 
the 1990s. “I became insanely nostal- 
gic for Mexico and its food,” she says. 
“I couldn’t stop thinking about it.”

She apprenticed with barbecue pro 
Stephen Pyles on his Dallas PBS show 
before moving to Washington, D.C., 
in 2000. Though she had a day job, 
Jinich’s heart was in flans and frijo- 
les. She launched a series of cooking 
classes at D.C.’s Mexican Cultural Insti- 
tute in 2007. Now, three or four times 
a year, she leads crowds of 100 people 
in plate-based virtual tours of Mexico. 

“I jump not only into recipes, but also 
into the culture and history,” Jinich says. 
This means sessions devoted to par- 
ticular regions (the fish-centric Yucat- 
an peninsula) or types of food (dishes 
prepared in convents). Backdropped by 
the institute’s blue-and-white tile room, 
Jinich whips up salsa, soups and more on 
portable burners, reeling off anecdotes 
as she chars peppers or blends sauces. 

Jinich’s easygoing patter and doable 
recipes helped her land “Pati’s Mexican 
Table” on PBS in 2011. It starts filming 
a third season soon, featuring similar 
how-to’s in Jinich’s sunny, Mexican- 
pottery filled kitchen. 

“I just think Mexican food fits the 
American lifestyle,” says Jinich, laugh- 
ing. “It’s accommodating, generous and 
not fussy.” Kind of like Jinich herself.

The ‘Veronica Mars’ 
movie gets funded by 
fans in record time

“Veronica Mars” fans bought them- 
selves a big-screen version of the 
cult-favorite TV series. 

A crowd-sourcing campaign 
on the Kickstarter website to raise 
$2 million for the project hit its goal 
in less than 10 hours. 

“Veronica Mars,” which starred 
Kristen Bell as a young sleuth, ended 
its three-season run on UPN/The 
CW in 2007. With Bell’s help, series 
creator Rob Thomas started the 
effort Wednesday to make a big- 
screen version. 

More than 45,000 contribu- 
tors had pledged $2.7 million as of 
Thursday afternoon, and the total 
was still growing. 

In his online pitch, Thom- 
as promised, “The more money 
we raise, the cooler movie we can 
make.” 


The movie is the fastest project 
yet to reach $1 million on Kickstart- 
er, hitting the mark in 4 hours, 24 
minutes. It’s also the most-funded 
film or video project to date, accord- 
ing to a spokesman for the site. 

Backers are eligible for various 
goodies, ranging from a PDF copy 
of the script to be sent on the day 
the film is released (for a $10 pledge) 
to a speaking role in the movie (for 
a $10,000 pledge). 


Thomas said “Veronica Mars” 
owner Warner Bros, has given the 
project its blessing, and Bell and 
other cast members are ready to 
begin production this summer for 
a 2014 release. 

“You have banded together like 
the sassy little honey badgers you 
are and made this possibility hap- 
pen,” Bell said in an online message, 
promising the “sleuthiest, snarki-
